• Th'eliiberty of the Subject 

On no occasion during Ihe past two years 
and a half have we evoi- witnessed such ut- 
ter want of contiilence in the government, 
as at present. It is not merely the surface 
that 1.S disturbed ; but there is a feeling that 
pervades all classe.s that things are not in 
the oondilion they ouyht to be. The solid 
men of the ooramunily feel that a chanijo 
for the better must speedily poour, or else 
no man's liberty is'safe in the country. The 
word passes from mouth to mouth, "There 
id danger to our liberlies." Men begin to 
feel that constitutional resistance must bo 
offered in order to remove existing abuses, 
not as u mere party movement, but as the 
people .spef.king out for the rights of the peo- 
ple. It will be welt if those who have it in 
their power to avoid convulsing the commu- 
iiiiy in order to secure the administration of 
our aliairs in accordance with the well-un- 
derstood wishes of the people, atld in har- 
mony with the landmarks of British oonsti- 
lutional liberty, will take the State of the 
country into coiisideraiion in good earnest, 
ere it be too late. We are no sensationist. 
We want to see the material interests of the 
country fostered and developed, in prefer- 
ence to this maii or that party. It is mea- 
sures, and good men, that are required to 
pacify and restore confidence to the public 
mind. Without ihem government "ill 
rest as an incubus, paralyzing the body pol- 
itic, till ihoro bo n piiri/ioation. 

Trie decision, yesterday, of Judge Came- 
ron on the writ of habeas corpus, for the re- 
lease of E. H. King, has made men think, 
and ponder deeply over our affairs— and 
there are certainly good grounds. Else- 
where we publish the'decision in its entirety, 
80 that everyone may judge for himself, 
and if he doubts it, to verify his doubts by 
reference to legal authorities. We certainly 
consider the decision wrong in a material 
point— a point urged by the counsel, Mr. 
McCreight, and which would have liberated 
Mr. King had it been decided as we believe 
it ought to have been. The point raised 
„.[is_" tliat a Justice silting ministerially 
had no right to commit for contempt.'' 
Judge Cameron's decision on it says : 

" As to the power of Justices to commit 
for contempt while sitting ministerially, it 
was a point that was long held in doubt. 
* * * This power is now, however, 
granted to the Justice, and the point set at 
rest by the statute quoted by the learned 
counsel, viz.: 11 end 12 Vic; cap. 13, which 
expressly gives the Justices these powers 
beiure duubiful." 

In order to verify the above, we have ex- 
amined 11 mid 12 Vic, cap. 42, through 
and through, and we find nothing to warraut 
the conckisions arrived at. All the power 
given to Justices respecting contempts, is to 
punish witnesses refusing to answer. Not a 
word u mentioned about any other con- 
tempt. King did not refuse lo answer ; but 
his offence was for an assault upon Alston. 
In order that no doubt may exist on the 
subject, we quote a portion of Sec. 16, Cai). 
42, 11 and l2 Vic, The seclion first states 
that Justices may summon wilaeases. If 
they refuse, a warrant n;:iy be issued; and if 
they reluse to answer, liio seclic.i points out 
the power of the Justice to punish for the 
contempt, in the followino hmgua-e ; 

" And if on the apiJCiirance ot such per- 
son before the last mentioned justice, or jus- 
tices, either in obedience to the snmmon.s, 
01 upon being biought before him or them 
bv virtue of Ihe said warrant, cuch person 
shall teluse to bo examined upon oath or 
atiirniatioii concoriiinu ili<' premises, or shall 
refuse to iinswer such i|iieslions concerning 
the premi.^es as shall then be put to him, 
without olferini; any just excuse for such 
refusal, any jiislioo of pum:" P",'^' 
eiii and liaviMt; there j utisdiction, may by 
warrant under his hand and seal commit 
the person so relusini: lo the common gaol 
or house of correclion for the eouiiiy, ndiiit,', 
division, liberty, city, boMuoh, or place 
vsh-Mc such person so lelusini.' shall then 
h,. (/,/-,■,• lo ninain and wipri.^oncil j or any 
Umc n.l excecdov^ srvcn days, unless ui the 
meanlime he ahull consent i„ bo examined 
and answer uoncerning ihc pieini.ses. 

If this is not the clearest case oi an erro- 
neous .lecisioM, then die statute from which 
we quote m Chilty's liuui's Justice is a 
fi.lse one : and wo have no reason to boliove 
„ anyiliiuK but what the Imperial I'lirlia- 
„„.,„ rnaciivl. No longer limn seven days 
.,ro aJlowod under iho statute; but King goU 



one month. The contempt by statute is 
against relractory witnesses: King's con- 
tempt was lor assault. It is clear, then, that 
justices have not Ihe power to commit un- 
der the 11 and 12, Vic. cap. 42, for such 
contempt as King's, although Judge Came- 
ron's decision would imply that they had it 
" clearly." Neither is there any proof ad- 
duced to show that that power exists either 
at common law or under any other statute. 
We therefore conclude that if this decision 
be not reviewed or set aside, there will exist 
great danger to the liberty of the subject. 



I.N DisTUKss. — About 11 o'clock on Tues- 
day night, Sergeant Blake, while going his 
rounds on Yates street, heard a loud cry of 
distress, apparently coming from the vicinity 
of Government and Johnson streets. He 
promptly rushed to that corner, and found 
an unfortunate citizen (who shall be n^ime- 
less) wallowing in the mud, and hallooing 
for assistance in heartrending accent.s — 
"Save me! save mo! Oh, my wife! my 
wife !" To roleaso the poor fellow from his 
predicament, wa.-J the work of sometime, as 
the mud was about two feot deep— and 
belorethe oliicer could succeed in dragging 
him forth from his miry bed, he was almost 
smothered. When at last he reached the 
sidewalk, and had surveyed the deplorable 
condition of his garments, he burst into a 
llood of tears, and begged his savior to take 
him to some, place where ho could clean 
himself, before going home to his worthy 
spouse. The officer delecting the smell of 
" old rye" on his breath, took him to the sta- 
tion-house, and locked him up for the night. 
Yesterday morning he was brought into 
court, covered from " top to toe" with mud, 
and having acknowledged that he was tipsy 
when he become sloughed, was fined five 
shillings, which he cheerfully paid, and de- 
parted for his home to relieve the mind of 
his better-hall, who was duublless alarmed 
at his prolonged absence. 

SuDDE.s Dkath. — Yesterday morning, 
about nine o'clock, Mr. John Bull, Master of 
H. M. S. Plumper, died suddenly at his resi- 
dence in Esquimau. The disease of which 
he e.vpired is at present unknown, He was 
quite unwell during the night previous ; but 
hi8"dealh~war?er3r'-tn»tncp-o»«a. Mr. Bull 
was a son-in-law of Justice Lahgford, and 
was highly respected. Dr. Diokaon, the 
cotoner, will hold an inquest at 12 o'clock 
this day, when . a post mortem, examination 
will doubtless reveal Ihe cause of death. 

St. Andrew's Society.— -At a meeting of 
the St Andrew's Society, held on Tuesday 
evening, the following gentlemen ware duly 
elected office-bearers for the ensuing year : 
Capt. J. M. Keidj Presiderit; J. G. McKay 
and Jas. Duncan, Vice Presidents ; Messrs. 
Mnir, McCrea, Main, Munio, and Clink, 
.ManaL'ers : Wm. Walls, Secretary ; J. M. 
Kobertson, Treasurer; Rev. M. McFie^ 
Chaplain, and Thos. Gorrie, Warden. The 
ofiicers elect will be installed on St. An- 
drew's day, Nov. 30th. 

Book on Vancouvkh IstAWD.— J. Des- 
pard Pernberton, Surveyor General, has just 
published a work in London, entitled •' Facts 
md Figures Relating to Vancouver Island."

Brodrick, whose melancholy <uid in the 
breakers on the beach of McCatiley's Point 
we cluonicleil on 'I'liesdny la.st, has not yet 
be 11 recovered, although strenuous exertions 
have been used by his friends and relatives. 
A reward of SlOO is offered for the recovery 
of the body.

THB WRIT OF HaDEAS CORPUS. 

Hia Lordship, in the mattor of tliu appli- 
cation of Mr. McCreight, for tho (iisohsui^e of 
E. Hammond King from custody, rondered 
the following decision : 
( In re E. Hammond King-This is an applica- 
tion by tho learned counsel, Mr. McCreight, 
on the ailidavils of Mr. Deiiries, Mr. Coles, 
Mr. VVaddington, and tlie prisouer, Edw:ird 
Hammond Kin;,', on tho rcii;r:i of a writ ol 
Habeas Corpus," to set aside tlie warrant of 
cotnniiiniBiit and discharge the pri.'<oner, on 
the ctouiids,_/iri( : that the comnnitment is 
bad on lis face, inasmuch as it assigns an 
assault and not a contempt, and is datoil the 
;i2tti of November, whereas the judgment 
was given' on the 6ih of November. 

Second : that the jusiioo had no power to 
■commit for contempt as h't was not sittina 
as a judge but ministerially as. a justice ol 
the peace, taking exarhination; on 'a charge 
•of obtaining money on falsa pretences, an 
-otTencB not punishable by him in a summary 
tmaniicr. 

And third: that even if he had that power 
■whe-had exhausted it, inasmocii as the pris- 
•oner had been committed and held to bail 
«on the 6lh to appear on the 6th, which wa.s 
K)ne punishment and ought to hove been a 
satisfaction for the alleged offence, whereas 
the month's imprisonment and the order to 
fmd surelies at its e.vpiry, or in delanit he 
imprisoned for a further term of three ad- 
■ ditional months, were two punishments 
mote for the same olfence. And lastly : 
that if the commitment is bad as alleged in 
part of it, it is bad altogether ; and further, 
that there must be an oath to nutliorize the 
magistrate to take security for tho peace. 

Such are the grounds of the application 
as appear by my notes. On looking at the 
evidence in support, I mean the uliidavil.-?, 
I tind they are, with the exception of 
'Demies', nearly similar to each other, and 
show that tho deponents were presen'fin the 
Police Court of Victoria on the occasion ol 
an inquiry into a certain charge preferred 
.-against Georije Hunter Cary, belore the 
imagisttale, Mr. I'emberton. That nt the 

• close of the proceedings, the prisoner, Ed- 
ward Hammond Kmg, was committed for an 
alleired contempt and ordered tu Hhd bail to 
appear o<i the following day hoforo the same 
magialt-alei that the prisoi.er did appe.ir on 
that day, and was then ordered to be im- 
prisoned 'fur one month and to find security 
tO'koep tie peace — himself in A'200 and two 
Buroties in £100 each, for the space of six 
months, or in detanit to be imprisoned for a 
further term of three months; That tqithe 
deponent's ije-liel i-liere was no information 
or oath given or made befi'ie tlie magistrate 
that any person ^pprehentleil danger Irorn 
the prisoner. And lasil) ; that to itie best 
of deponent's belief, there was no warrant 
under the hand and seal of the justice 
authorizing the detention of the prisoner in 
custody. Dennes' aliidavit goes to prove 
that he had iaqmreii ol tiie under gaoler as 
the attorney ol lliu iJiistjner, (the gaoler be- 
ing absent), if he ticld a ««irfaiil oi com- 
initmi'Dt for the prisoner's detention, and 
that the gaoliT told liim tie did not, and 
then verifies a copy of the entry in the Re- 
cord Book ol the Police Court as to the of- 
fence fur which the prisoner was cuiiiiuitied 
on the 6th iNuveinber and the puriislimcnt 
awarded. 

This is the evidence in support ol the np- 
plication. The aflidavils do not show the 
nature of the ooiitempt, and it is only on the 
return to the writ on the commitment and 
conviction that tlie court has acquired thin 
knowledge. The cunviction bi-^ins in the 
usual iorm with the date (Otii .November), 
and recites that " Edward fiammoud King 
" is convicted before me, A. F. Pembcrtoii, 

E-q.. 'I'll! of Her Majesty's justices of \<,u 
" peace, in and for the- said district, for that 
"he the said Edward Hammond King on 
" the fifth day of November instant, iii th( 
"poUce court <jf Viclnna, did cornmil an as- 
"sauU on Edward Alston during; the sitting 

of the (OUrt, by striking at kwi contrary to 
"thefotrri of the slaluie in such case made 
"and provided, ami in contempt of tkc nu- 

thority oj the said court. And lor which 
"said ollei.ce the faid Edward Hammond 
•"King is sentenced 111 sndei one month's 
"imprisonment in tlie comiimn yaol at Vie- 

loria atoreaaid, and is order.^d, at tlie c\\n- 
'■■ ration of one month as aforesaid, to inter 

into recognizance to keep the pcai;e for ^i.v 
" monllis from the date liereol— him-elf in 
" £20(J, and two sureties, each in XllM) ; 
" and in dnfault, to suffer three month's lur- 
"Iher imprisonment. Given under my 
•« hand and seal, etc." 

The commitment recites thesame ollenco 
but with a little difference, viz. : " That the 

* «aid Edward Hammond King, on the 6th 
''day of Novambcr, -A. D., m'lO, in the po- 

lice court at Victoria, in the sanl ilisliicl, 
•"AU during the sittmg of the said court, cum- 
"'mitan assault Inj striking at KdwanLAlstoii, j 
"oontrarj to the lorm ol the statnle in such 
" caso maile and piovided, and incontmpt oj • 
" the autkontij of the said eowt, etc. Given 
»i under my hand and seal at Victoria, in the 
"said district, tho twelfth day of Novembei 
" in the year of our Lord one thousand oi;^lit 
"hundred and sixty. Signed, A. F. I'em- 
■«* borton, Stipendiary Magistrfite." 

Thus th^ whole caso 18 before tho court 
shown in the allidavits and return, and I 
will look at nothiiif^ el-,e. Totlu) lirst ob- 
jection I) till) writ (jf oomnntniuril, viz.: 
that it sell out an assault and not a I'on- 
teinnt, I must obsuive thai 1 do not lliink it 
Ja boruo out by the facts, The ollenco is 
4la(0ribed "did," otu. The words contrary, 
etc., are more surplusage. Thus, if an in- 
dictment conclude " cmitrary to the form 
of tho statute," when in laci lliert! it> no 
CtatUto applioablo to tho case, hut the ollcncn 
obargod iaan olfenoe at comimm l.iw, this 
conclUBlon will be rejected as surplusage, 
and the primBodingaupportBd. K. v. Home, 
ca,, iiKn '.iHH. As regards' the' dttlo of the 
coinmitinenl, 1 observe that the word tixth 
imi bflen itiyra through by the pen and tbo 



word twelfth written over it. This mistake, 
if the conviction had -ot bet^ii returned with 
th'i commitment, miylit have lieeii a good 
objection, but the conviction aids it in this 
particular because it shows that sixth, tho 
word erased, is the true date, and as the 
prisoner could have a copy of it (or the ask- 
ing, this could not be to his prejudice. As 
to the jiower of tho justice to commit for a 
contempt while sitting ministerially, it is a 
point that was long lield in dniibl. The 
cases are principally on contempt fcr re- 
fusing to give evidence or to be bound in a 
recognizance to appear and give evidence, 
or to leave the court or room where the 
justice was taking e.xaminations, a corninit- 
al being ordered in coiiseipicnce. This 
power is now, however, granted to the j us- 
tice and the puint set at rest by the stalutn 
quoted by the leariieil counsel, viz,. 11 anil 
12 Vic, c, 42, which e.\pre.«sly gives the 
justices these before doubtful powers. As 
to the thiul obiectioii, 1 cannot see its force; 
I can only K ok on the bailing on the ."ith, to 
appear a-aiii "ii the (illi, as a simple re- 
rniiiid, which, the prisiinm- heiii:,' efore iiim 
at the time and in c-nstody, ih'' jiistico has 
clearly the power to make iiimIit tho II and 
12 Vic. c. -1.3. The puiiishnieiit of impris- 
onment and security to keep the peace is a 
common law punishment, which the justice 
is einpii'.vered to award in virtue of his 
commission and oflice as a conservator of 
the peace. If a broach of the peace is 
committed anywhere within his jurisdic- 
tion and in view of ajustice, he recjuires no 
oath to convict or commit. He can order 
the offender to bent once arrested and com- 
mitted without a warrant. The oath is only 
required when a person makes a charge 
against another tlial he is in tiodily fear of 
some person, or a contemplated breach of 
the peace before there can be a binding 
over. Such being my opinion, I cannot 
hold that tho commilment is so defective as 
to warrant this court to discharge the pris- 
oner. It is, no doubt, slovenly drawn, but 
its defects are aided by the conviction, anil 
I must, ihcrttforc, order tho prisoner to be 
remanded, whence he came. It is not for 
this court to say to the one below what is an 
adequate puni^hiiienl hir a contempt, and 
of the nature deaciibed in tho conviction. 
It is of a very ^-rave kind. It vvas_ formerly 
punished by amimtaiion of the right arm, 
and this punishment wr.s , only repealed 
short a time ago aa the 9th Geo. IV. '

The case was given to. ibo 'jury at half- 
past one o'clock, who relumed at 2 o'clock,
